The wreck was caused by an obstruc- 
tion that had been placed in the switch. 
The wreck at Rocky Ford had been due | 
to the same cause. | 
The railway authorities have issued a 
circular offering a reward of $500 for 
the conviction of the person or persons 
guilty of causing either or both of the | 
wrecks. It is suspected, naturally, as | 
the wrecks occurred at points on the | 
line so near together, that they were | 
work of the same person or persons. AS | 
{it evidently was the intention of the | 
wreckers to pursue whatever grudge they | 
may have against the road to the ute | 
most, the officials are particularly anxious | 
to bring them to speedy justice. | 
There was such a brief interval be- | 
tween the two wrecks that the offictals | 
wish to leave the miscreants no time 
in which to perpetrate further crimes. 
Atlanta Sleeper Left Track. 

Since the fireman was killed in 
second wreck, 
of a hanging offense. It chanced that 
the special detective of the Central was 
aboard the train wrecked at Ogeechee. 
He was on his way to Rocky Ford, hav- 
ing taken the next train to that place 
in order to work up the case against 
thosé who had caused the wreck there.

STATISTICS OF THE NEGRO. 


Death Rate in This Country Nearly 
Twice That of the Whites. 


(From The Kansas City JJournal.) 

The final census bulletin on the negro 
population shows that there are 9,204,531 
negroes in the United States, including 
Alaska, Hawaii and Porto Rico. Half 
of this great number are under !|9 years 
of age and from I! to !6 per cent of them 
have white blood in their veins. The 
center of this black population is De- 
Kalb county, Alabama, it having moved 
from Dinwiddie county, Virginia, north- 
east 476 miles, since 1790. 

Thus the negro population constitutes 
about one-fifteenth of the city population 
and one-seventh of the country popula- 
tion of continental United States. This 
proportion, although still large, is the re- 
sult of a steady deciine during the nine- 
teenth century. The death rate of. ne- 
groes approximates 30 per cent, while 
that of the whites is !7 per cent. 

At present fully 90 per cent of the ne- 
groes live in the southern states and 77 
per cent of them reside upon farms. But 
the northern migration to the big cities 
has been noticeable during the last two 
decades and is in a large measure respon- 
sible for the excessive death rate among 
them. Bad habits, poverty and disease 
make terrible inroads upon negroes. liv- 
ing in the big cities. 

fhe largest numbers of negroes living 
in compact masses are found in certain 


urban counties, several of which lie out-, 
owing states. The

The Philippine Islands. 


| Our opponents promise independence to 
‘the Philippine islands. Here again we are 
confronted by the fact that their irrecon- 
Cilable differences of opinion among them- 
Selves, their proved inability to create a 
constructive policy when in power, and 
|their readiness, for the sake of momen- 
jtary political expediency, to abandon the 
principles upon which they have insisted 
|as essential, conspire @o puzzle us as to 
|whether they do or do not intend in good 


‘are given control of the government. In 
| their platform they declare for inde- 
| pendence, apparently—for their language 
is a lHttle obscure—without qualification 
(as to time; and indeed a qualification as 
|to time is an absurdity, for we have 
neither right nor power to bind our suc- 
‘cessorgs when it Is impossible to foretell 
the conditions which may confront them; 
while if there is any principle involved in 


the matter, it is just as wrong to deny | 
independence for a few years as to deny | 


it for an indefinite period. Rut in later 
and equally official utterances by our op- 
ponents the term self-government was 
the words 
‘used being so chosen that in their natural 
jconstruction they ‘described precisely the 
The lan- 
|\guage of the platform jndicated a radical 
change of policy; the later utterances in- 
dicated a continuance of the present 
policy. But this caused trouble in their 
own ranks: and in a still Jater, although 
less formal, utterance, the self-govern- 


ment promise was recanted, and indepen- | 


dence at some future time was promised 
in its place. They have occupied three 
entirely different positions within fifty 
days. Which is the promise they really 
intend to keep? They do not know their 
own mind: and no one can tell how lon 
they would keep of the same mind, shoul 
they by any cRance come to’ a working 
agreement among themselves. If such 
ambiguity affected only the American peo- 
ple it would not so greatly matter; for 
the American people can take care of 
themselves. But the Filipinos are in no 
such condition. Confidence is with them 
a plant of slow growth. They have been 
taught to trust the word of this govern- 
ment because this government has prom- 


ised nothing which it did not parfarm. If | 


promised independence they will expect 
independence; not in the remote future, 
for their descendants, but immediately, 
for themselves. It,the promise thus made 
is not immediately ees pty eo 
| broken, an not aga 
a te as faith: and it would be 
indeed a wfcked thing to dewive them in 
such fashion. Moreover, even if the 
ae to take effect only in 
the distant future, the Filipinos would 
be thrown into confusion thereby. In- 
stead of continuing to endeavor to fit 
themselves for moral and material ad- 
vancement in the present, they woulg 
abandon all effort at progress and begin 
factional intrigues for future power. 


Not Fit for Independence. 

To promise to give them independ- 
ence when it is “prudent’’ to do so, or 
when they are ‘‘fit’’ for it, of course 
implies that they are not fit for it now, 


o them now. But as we must our- 
1 dal be the judges as to when they 
ibecome ‘‘fit,”’ and when it would be 
'‘*tprudent’’ to keep such a _ promise 
it were made, it necessarily follows 
that to make such & promise now would 
amount to a deception upon the Fill- 
pinos. 
It may well be that our opponents 
have no rea] intention of putting their 
promise into effect. If this is the case, 
‘if, in other words, they are insincere 
lin the promise they make, it is only nec- 
essary to say again that it is unwise 
‘ta trust men who are false in one thing 
‘te deal with another. ‘The mere con- 
‘sciousness of broken faith would ham- 
‘per them in continuing our policy in the 
jeiands; and only by continuing un- 
‘changed this policy can the honor of the 
‘country be maintained, or the interests 
‘of the islands subserved. If, on the 
‘other hand, our opponents came _ into 
| power and attempted to carry our their 
promises to the Filipinos by giving them 
independence, and withdrawing Arner- 
ican control from the islands, the re- 
sult would be a frightfu] calamity to 
the Filipinos themselves, and in_ its 
larger aspect would amount to an in- 
ternational] crime. Anarchy would fol- 
low. and the most violent anarchic 
forces would be directed partly against 
the civic government, partly against all 
forms of religious and educational civ- 
ilization. Bloody conflicts would inev- 
itably ensue in the archipelago, and 
just as inevitably the islands wovld be- 
come the prey of the first power which 
in its own selfish interest took up tif 
tesk we had cravenly abandoned, Of 
course the practical difficulty in adopt- 
ing any: such course of action—such a 
“policy of scuttle,” as President McKin- 
lev called it—would* be found well nigh 
insuperable. Jf it is morally indefens- 
hold the archipelago as 4 whole 
unde our tutelage in the interest of its 
own people, then it is morally inde- 
fensible to hold any part of it. In such 
‘ease what right have we to keep a coal- 
ing station? What right to keep contral 
‘over the Moro peoples? What right to 
‘protect the Igorrotes from their oppres- 
‘sors? What right to protect the law- 
‘abiding friends of America in the isl- 
‘ands from treachery, robbery and mur- 
‘der? Yet, to abandon the tslands com- 
‘pletely, without even retaining a coaling 
‘station, would mean to abandon the po- 
‘sition in the competition for the trade 
‘of the Orient which we have acquired 
during the last six years, and what 
‘is far more important, it would mean 
jrreparable damage to™ those who have 
become the wards of the nation. To 
contro] ond boa genie 
oul, mount to releasing these :

So far from having ‘“‘sapped the foun- 
dations’ of free popular government at 
home by the course taken in the Philip- 
pines, we have been spreading its knowl- 
edge. and teaching its practice, among 
peoples to whom it had ‘never before been 
more than an empty name. Our action 
represents a great stride forward in 


spreading the principles of orderly liberty 
throughout the world. ‘Our flag has not 


lost its gift of benediction in its world-

The ad- 
vantage of a good lead secured in the 
early campaign was the only thing which 
saved the Maconites from final defeat.

For 
awhile it looked as if Savannah might 
win, as for a while it was believed that 
President Boyer, also owner of the Sa- 
vannah club, would allow his team to 
have the advantage of transferred games, 
thus placing Macon at a disadvantge. But 
Boyer refused and her chance was lost.

QUEER PREACHER TALKS. 


° . 


- ON STREETS OF ALTANTA 


There are some queer people who hold 
open alr religious meetings in the large 
cities and Atlanta has her share. About 
the strangest of this class of evangelists 
that ever struck the city opened a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon at the corner of 
Decatur street and Piedmont avenue. 
He was a tall negro wearing baggy 
trousers, a large coat that nearly swept 
the ground and a black skull cap. His 
Pulpit consisted of an old chair upon 
which he deposited his books and nepers. 
His congregation, small at first, soon 
swelled to about two hundred, and there 
were as many white people present as 
negroes. The cause of stich a large num- 
ber of people Stopping to hear the street 
preacher was his remarkable manner of 
speaking and the way in which he ges- 
ticulated. 

The queer looking negro started off in 
a low guttural voice on the parable of 
the prodigal son. In a few minutes he 
began to rant and from that time on he 
spoke in the same manner. He used an 
“ah” after every three or four words, and 
it was uttered deep down in his chest. 
it sounded as if he was trying to catch 
his breath for a fresh start. He would 
ay: 

“The prodigal sons of Atlanta—ah—sit 
in the bar rooms—ah— every night—ah— 
and spend all their money—ah—tell they 
g0 clean broke—ah—and then they moan— 


+ 


ah.’ ; 

When he reached the place where he 
thought it was about time for the At- 
lanta prodigal to arise and go to his 
father he exchaimed: 

“Glory to God—ah—glory to God on 
high—ah—the prodigal cries out—ah—TI'll 
get up and go to my father—ah.”’ 

Nothing can describe how he uttered 
the word “I'll.” He almost sat upon the 
ground and then leaped into the air to 
give emphasis to the expression. 

All the while he’ was speaking, the 
negro rushed up and down in front 
of and close to the sidewalk. He was 
never still a moment, and he was 80 
nearly exhausted that at times it looked 
as if he might drop dead, but his timely 
“ah” evidently gave him a new lease On 
life. 

Among hist congregation and ranged 
along the curbing were a score of negro 
Women who kept making remarks such 
as “dere now, hain’t dat de Gawd's’ 
truf.’’ 

One fat old woman, dressed in a faded 
black silk, said over and over again: 

“Take yer time, brudder; take yer time, 
fer de debbil takes his’n.”’ 

The meeting was called on account of 
darkness. Nothing but night could ever 
have stopped the erratic preacher, When 
he concluded he had to sit in hig chair 
and rest before he was able to walk 
home. 
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At St. Mark church, the morning ser- 
mon was by the pastor, Dr, Charles O. 
Jones, from the text, I Kings xix, 12: 
“After the fire a still small voice.”’ 

He said, in substance: 

“Blijah had gained a great victory 
over the four hundred and fifty priests 
of Baal, and he had warrant to ex- 
pect a royal decree from Ahab, declar- 
ing the return of the kingdom to the 
worship of God. Ahab was humbied 
and he sought to convert his wife, Je- 
zebel, to the Lord. Jezebel flamed up 
in malignant actlivty and threatened 
Blijah’s life. Elijah fled from Jezreel 
to Beesheba to escape the wrath of the 
wicked Jezebel, and there in the wilder- 
ness, beneath a juniper tree, he bewail- 
ed his fate. 

“Elijah was discouraged because he 
found the grand revival of Jehovah's 
worship checked by Ahab’s cowardice 
and Jezebel’'s wickedness; because ho 
found idolatry still strong in the hearts 
of the people in spite of the discomfit- 
ure and slaughter of the priests of Baal. 
It is almost ‘impossible to conceive of 
the collapse of such a heroic chargcter, 
He forgot al] the grand results of his 
prayers and the exalted triumphg of his 
career and reached a depression corre- 
sponding to the heights from which 
he had descended. We find that no 
exaltation of man, however great, exists 
— an after experience of humilia- 
tion, 

“Elijah awoke from the peaceful gleep 
the Lord sent to him to find angel at- 
tendants with food and water. Another 
sleep and gnother meal gave him 
strength for his forty days’ journey to 
Horeb where he was to go by the Lord’s 
command. Horeb was a peak of the 
Sinaitic range, and there Elijah hid in 
that cave, where it is said Moses once 
hid when the Lord pased by. He is 
awakened to duty by the sharp repri- 
mand: 

*“*What doest thou here, Elijah? 

‘We may well listen for a _ stmilar 
question, znd give emphasis to each word 
in it. Elijah had a wonderful] answer 
to the plea he put forth in palliation of 
his disgracefu} desertion of duty. Three 
demonstrations of power, in 
storm, earthquake and fire, were given 
to him to teach Elijah the right way 
to establish the Lord's worship. TFlis 
fiery zeal, his startling test on Carmel, 
the rushings of his impetuous methods, 
in keeping and comparison with the 
storm, earthquake and fire, were put at 
naught; and the stil] small voice of God's 
mercy and the gentleness of His methods 
are shown in their efficacy.”’ 
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Rev. A. R. Holderby, D.D., pastor of 
Moore Memorial Presbyterian church, 


yesterday morning took his text from 
Ephesians iv, 32: “And be ye kind one 
to another, tender-hearted.’’ 

In part, he said: 

“This exhortation of the apostle is 
given in connection with the warning in 
the preceding context, ‘And grieve not 
the Holy Spirit of God.’ 

“Those who profess to be followers of 
Jesus Christ, by their treatment of their 
brethren, do grieve the spirit of God, 
and so the exhortation of the apostle 
is not out of place at this time. 

“The law of kindness is the law of 
Christ, and no man can be a follower 
of Christ if he is unkind and hard- 
hearted toward his brethren. 

“There are some people who seem to 
think that it is a sign of weakness in 
a man who has a tender heart and who 
is amiable and forgiving in hig disposi- 
tion. And some men would feel insulted 
if it were said of them that they are 
tender-hearted. 

‘‘*Tender-hearted’ does not mean faint- 
hearted or cowardly. The religion of 
Jesus Christ will make a man kind and 
loving and tender. The true man is ten- 
der and kind. When the spirit of Christ 
rules in the heart, there is sure to be 
love and tenderness and kindness. 

“Tt is this sweet spirit that the church 
needs today more than all else. It is this 
that the world needs, also“ Nothing 
so mars the béauty of the Christian life 
as the lack of tender-heartedness and 
loving kindness toward the brethren and 
toward all men. Few things are more 
hurtful to the cause of Christ than the 
unkind spirit so often seen in the lives of 
those who call themselves Christians. 
The world will not believe in Christianity 
unless it can see the spirit of Christ In 
the lives of his followers. The man who 
is unkind and hard-hearted toward his 
fellow-men can not convince the wr 
that he is a Christian. No follower o 
the meek and gag!

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SOW OATS. 


Since the discovery of a practical meth- 
| od of preventing winter-killing of fall- 
,Sown oats, the popularity of this grain 
has revived and increased. As the time 
for sowing the seed oats is near at hand 
in the northern part of the cotton belt, 
it may be well to quote from a little 
‘Press’ bulletin, No. 45, recently issued 
by the Georgia Experiment Station, cov- 
ering the essential features of the plan 
of sowing oats in “open furrows.” 

HOW TO SOW OATS—OPEN FUR- 

ROWS. 

During the years !890 to 1895 the sta- 
tion found that oats sown in drills !8 to 
24 inches apart invariably gave a larger 
yield than when sown broadcast and 
'plowed or harrowed in. In itself this 
Was an important result of experiments 
'to that end. But a more important dis- 
‘covery is the fact that when the seed

| The fertilizer formula advised is as fol- 
lows, per acre: Acid phosphate, high 
grade, 200 pounds; muriate of potash, 50 
pounds; cotton meal 250 pounds—to be 
applied in the furrows at time of sowing. 
In March or April apply 50 to 75 pounds 
of nitrate of soda as a top dressing. 

It has not been found that the above 
amount of cotton seed meal will injure 
the germinating principle of the seed. 

The results secured at the station have 
been duplicated and confirmed by a good 
many farmers in all parts of the south, 
and I have received accounts of yields 
of oats all the way from thirty to one 
hundred bushels per acre, by farmers 
who sowed in open furrows, while their 
neighbors who would not take ‘the 
trouble’’ to sow in that way lost their 
crops on account of freezing out of the 
plants. 

In a regular three-year system of ro- 
tation, it is usual to follow corn with 
oats and other small grain. But, if de- 
sired to sow after cotton it may be easily 
done by the open furrow plan, as already 
above suggested, except in case of pretty 
large stalks of cotton. In most upland 
cotton fields, having. plants from one to 
two or three feet in height, the plan 
works very well, the machines drilling 
the oats immediately following a gang of 
cotton pickers.

| Jt will be convenient to have two ves- 
sels, one containing water at about 110 
to 120 degrees and the other water at a 
‘temperature of 132 to 133 degrees. The 
‘first Is for preparatory warming up of 
| the seed so that it will not suddenly cool 
‘down the water of the second vessel. A 
wire basket or a sack made of bagging 
‘or gunny cloth, may be used for dipping 
the seed into the bath. The essential 
‘point is to have each grafn and every 
‘suture thoroughly wet with water not 
‘hotter than 135 and not cooler than, 132 
degrees Fahrenheit. An ordinary fifty- 
pound lard can, having the sides and pbot- 
'tom perforated with a great many holes, 
‘such as may be made with a small nail,

They 
say: If such a horse be given a hard

spirits, but soon becomes exhausted, and 
if he is pushed he will slacken his pace, 
show a desire to stop and may stagger 
or even fall. Examination will show the 
nostrils dilated, the flanks heaving, the 
/countenance haggard amd the appearance 
of suffocation.’’ This describes the ac- 
tion of my mare exactly so far, but as 
soon as she rests she appeats all right. 
She has no cough at all. She is fed on 
corn, sorghum and runs on pasture. I 
(do not know anything of her treatment 
up to six months ago. I try to treat her 
| well and drive or ride slowly, but the 
| least exertion brings on the above de- 
scribed spells. She seems to lose all 
|ecntrol of her limbs, hinder ones more 
than fore If you can, 
scription, give me any information about 
What is the matter and what to do for 
| I will appreciate it, 

Answer—If you will read again care- 
|fully what is said about ‘‘Congestion of 
the Lungs” you will note that the writer 
says that “very often what is recognized 
| as congestion of the lungs is but a symp- 
i'tom of exhaustion or dilatation of the 
|heart.”” Note further that the ‘“alarm- 
‘Ing symptoms may not be exhibited until 
the horse has returned to the stable,” 
etc. Now, turn to the article on “Dila- 
tation of the Heart,"’ and I believe you 
| will likely conclude that that is what fs 
|the matter. The treatment prescribed 
‘for dilatation of the heart is ‘‘general 
| tonics, rich food and rest.’’ Dr. MIn- 
| tosh says ‘‘treatment for dilatation of the 
| heart is of no service.’’ Dr. Law says, 
|'*Unless the causes can be put a stop 
to in the early stages no treatment will 
be satisfactory. Arsenls is sometimes 
helpful.” The dose of arsenic is one-half 
Ounce Of Fowler's solution once a day. 


SWINNBEY IN SHOULDER. 

M. P. Horton, Shreve, Ala.—I have a 
mule which I bought last fall, and she 
hast the swinney. I used cantharides in, 
'I thought, proper style, and it relieved up 
to now. I notice she limps again, and 
has all the time seemed to be kind of 
stiff in shoulders. Please give me rem-

It Is 
also true that in perhaps a majority of 
cases sweenied shoulders are due to 
some. disease below the fetlock, rather 
than to affections above the elbow. Any 
disease of the foot or fetlock, or foot, 
which shall prevent a free use of the leg 
and shoulder on that side is apt to cause 
a wasting of the muscles on the shoulder 
blade, or sweeny. The effort in such 
cases should be to recognize the disease 
of the foot of present and relieve it, and 
the symptoms of sweeney wil] disappear. 
in mild cases of shoulder lameness al- 
Ways apply water, either in the cold 
douche, or by showering, or by warm 
fomentations, such as a warm wet blan- 
ket. Finally, if necessary, resort must 
be to blistering with cantharides. Mix 
one part cantharides with six parts of 
lard and rub on a little every two weeks, 
and continue for two or three months.

If she had tuberculosis the 
quick breathing would indicate that the 
disease had attacked the lungs; but if so 
she woald almost certainly have a cough, 
| especially in the mornings after move- 
;ment and drinking, The only positive 
‘test for tuberculosis in its early stage is 
| the tuberculin test. Possibly she has 
‘Southern Cattle, or Texas, fever, al- 
though your state is north of the quar- 
antine line.

\@&se the need for balancing the fertilizer 
|will not be so urgent.. I advise you to 
‘buy meal, even if you shall buy the cot- 
/ton seed first, and then exchange for the 
‘meal, which will perhaps be a very profit- 
able operation. If you can get @ ton of 
‘seed laid down at your door for $12, you 
will probably be able to get not less than 
_1,400 pounds of meal at the mlil for one 
‘ton of seed. But you are good enough 
at figures, and can make the necessary 
‘Calculations on the basis of 800 pounds 
of meal as the equivalent, for fertilizing 
purposes, of 2,000 pounds of seed. 

I would plow the seed under, if I used 
them at all, when preparing the land for 
.Oats, and would not sow the oats earlier 
than the Ist of November, and possibiy 
not so early, unless you can have the 
seed cracked by running them through a 
seed crusher, or have them heated by 
wetting them down in bulk until ready 
to plow them under. However, I do not 
think that you will be induced to use cot- 
ton seed as a fertilizer after you have 
read this letter. 

Situated as you are, you would not be 
bound by the fundamental rules that 
should govern farmers as to the form in 
which their crops should be. carried to 
|market. I mean to my, for instance, as 
a general rule, farmers ought not to sell 
hay nor grain; but feed them to fatten- 
ing and growing animals, and sell in a 
higher form, such as butter, beef, pork, 
\fowls, etc. Where a man is close to a 
market that will take all his hay and 
grain at high prices, and where he can 
buy back stable manure at moderate 
prices, he can afford to sell the “‘cream’’ 
from his farm, which he does when he 
sells hay and grain, and geplace it with 
stable manure and fertilizers,

ENRICHING A GARDEN, 
TRIMMING POTATO VINES. 

R, B. McA., Tuscaloosa, Ala.—(!l) Will 
you kindly give me, through your paper, 
the best fertilizer to bring my garden 
up to the highest standard of fertil- 
ity? 

2. My sweet potatoes are very rank 
with vines and are not fruiting. Will 
trimming the vines be of any advantage 
tu them in the matter of the formation 
of potatoes? 

Answer—(!). It will not be practical] to 
bring your garden up to “the highest 
standard of fertility’’ by applying any 
amount of concentrated fertilizers. You 
may be able to secure very fine crops 
oz vegetables by deep and thorough 
plowing and harrowing, plenty of com- 
mercial fertilizers and plenty of water 
(rain or irrigation). But the essential 
to a high state of fertility in a soil is 
first an abundance of humus, or decayed 
vegetable matter, and then liberal fertil- 
izing.

top soil from swamp or woods, or plow- 
ing under cowpea vines, crimson clover, 
vetch; or other crops grown on the land 
for that purpose.

I want to make a cap or cover for 
same. !. How would canvas, soaked in 
linseed o!l and then dried do? 2. Or can 
I buy one already prepared for the pur- 
pose? 3. Will a cap or cover do for more 
| than one season? 

Answer—!. It is entirely practicable 
to soak light osnaburgs, or even ordl- 
‘Mary drilling, in boiling linseed oil, for 
|hay stack caps. Cotton ducking would 
not need oiling. But why not top your 
pea hay stacks with corn fodder, or 
grass hay, or, better, rye straw? ’Twould 
be much cheaper. 

2. You can buy tarpaulin cloths of 
any desired size of the manufacturers of 
| cotton bags, etc. 
| 3. Can't say from experienc’ how long 

such a cap would last, probably two 
| seasons. 


CROPS FOR WINTER PASTURE. 

J. W. Dillon, Clinton, Miss.—Will you 
please give me a little advice? I want to 
Plant about one-half acre this fall, or 
‘possibly an acre, for winter pasture, 
| First, do you know anything about ~-the 
Canada field pea, said to be fine for a 
| winter pasture? Also, I have read a 
great deal in regard to hairy vetch. or 
sand. Will you give me your advice on 
| same? 
| Answer—I have had some experience 
with Canada field peas, sowing one year 
In cotton as a cover crop in October, 
,;and another time in March. Those sown 
in the fall \did not do so well, being 
badly hurt by the hard freezes and 
| frosts. Sown in February or March, the 
| gsrowth was remarkably fine, but I do not 
consider it a good grazing plant. At 
| least the hairy vetch is probably much 
| better, being perfectly hardy. I think 
[ would sow rye and hairy vetch togeth- 
(er, Say one and a half bushels of rye and 
one bushel of vetch per acre, early in 
October, or even in September if seasons 
be sufficient to bring up the seeds. By 
applying 300 to 400 pounds each of cot- 
ton meal, high-grade acid phosphate and 
kKainit to the acre you may get a very 
excellent winter pasture. Don’t be afraid | 
to use too much fertilizer on any crop | 
that shall be sown jin the fall. (Please
